tuteGreeting : Whereas we are informed that ſeveral diſaffected Perſons who 
_ did gointo, or remain in the Kingdom of France, during the late, War, 
contrary to the late ACt of Parliament made thereanent, ate reſolving to re- 
turn privatly.into this Our Kingdomz Therefore, and for preventing any 
Inconveniency that may ariſe therenpon, We have thought fit with” Advice 
. of the Lords of Our Privy Council, tro Command and Appoint, likeas, We 
hereby Cammand and Appoint, all: Maſters of Ships who ſhall bring home 
any Paſengers from any Fotraign Countrey after the date hereof, that they 
do detain them, and take Security of them for the efteC after ſpecified, until 
they be preſented unto, and brought before one of the Members of Our ſaid 
Privy'Conncil, or before the Sheriff, Stewart, Lord of Regality, or Baillie 
of the Bounds within the which the ſaid Ship ſhall happen toarive, or their 
Deputs, or before the Magiſtrats of the Burghs or Ports at which the faids 
Ships may artive asſaid is, , that theſaids Paſſengers may be by themexamined, 
2nd if the faids Sheriffs and other Officers of the Law, and their. Deputs, ot 
the foreſaid Magiſtrats ſhall find the ſaids Paſſengers, or any of them to be diſ- 
affeted to Us and Our Government, or to have gotieto, or remained ir 
France contrary to Law during the faid late War, or to have been baniſhed 
Intercomuned, or Forefaulted, or that they cannot give a good Account of 
themſelves, that then and in that caſe, theſaids Sheriffs and other Officers of 
the Law and Magiſtrats foreſaids, make and keep the ſaids Paſſengers Priſon- 
ers, until they acquaint the ſ»ids Lords of Our Privy Council, and-receive 
Hom them iuch Orders a+ they ſhall think fit togivein this matter; Certifying 
all Maſters of -Ships, and alſo all the ſaids Sheriffs, Stewarts, Lordsof Rega- 
ity, Ballies -avd their Deputs, aud Magiſtfats of the Burghs and Ports fore- 
ſaids, who ſhall not obſerve, ot who ſhall contraveen the Premiſſes, that they 
. ſhall be proceeded again before the Lords of Our Privy Council, and by them 
puniſhed with all rigour.. OUR WILL IS HEREFORE, and we charge 
you ſtrictly and Command,that incontitient theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye pals to 
the Mercat-Croſs of Edizbareh, and to the Mercat-Crofles of - the remanent 
Head-burghs of the ſeveral Shires and Stewartries within this Kingdom, and 
 thereinOur Name and Authority, by open Proclamation, 'make Intimation 
- ro (ue none pretend Ignorance; And Ordaints theſe Preſents to be
